Makefield declined somewhat dur­ 
ing 1960, according to a report 
made public at a meeting of town­ 
ship supervisors last night. 


The report, submitted by build­ 
ing inspector 
Harry 
W. 
Beitl, 
states that in 1959 there were 148 
single family dwellings construct­ 
ed. Only 118 such units were built 
last year. 
Cost of construction was $2,272,- 
700 in I960: $2,518,745 in 1959. The 
total for last year includes the 
$400,000 Quarry Hill School addi­ 
tion. 
Beitl reported that eight homes 
were built last month at a cost 
of $145,600, while in December, 
1959, there were six single fam­ 
ily units constructed at a cost of 
$129,000.

same amount of construction is 
anticipated in 1961, the township 
will gather added revenue because 
of the higher building fee sched­ 
ule, put into effect in August. 
Struwe estimated that building

000 in such fees in 1959, although 
there was more construction ac­ 
tivity.

of popular demand. It was noted 
that average attendance at the 
board’s

year was about 300 children each 
day.

Board members also told the 
school officials that they would 
like to replace 13 volunteer high 
school students, used as super­ 
visors during the summer, with 
salaried teachers. 


The board plans to spend $5,750 
on its program this summer, the 
single largest expenditure in its 
budget.

$1500 in salary and $150 in ex­ 
penses to recreation director Earl 
Murphy; $250 for replacement of 
equipment; $425 for the basketball 
program; 
$300 for the football 
program; $100 for roller skating.
